17. A sheet-decorated molding having a surface coated with a 
decorative ysheet formed of an acrylic resin that is a member 
selected / from the group consisting of homopolymers of 
(meth) ^rylates , copolymers containing a (meth) acrylate and 
mixtures thereof and having a coefficient of kinetic friction with 
resi^ect to a flat glass plate in the range of 0.2 to 0.9, said 
ao^rylic resin having a glass transition temperature of 80 °C or 
>elow .
